Referring to your letter of the 24th instant, in reference to copper, you are informed that 
there was no intention on my part to imply in my dispatch of yesterday that you had knowingly 
exceeded your authority in the purchase of copper. A few days since the Bureau purchased ten 
tons for the Carson Mint at the rate of thirteen cents per pound, delivered to the Quartermaster 
U.S. Army, at Baltimore, for shipment, and I did not feel that we would be justified in paying 
fifteen and one-half cents. 

My letter of August last authorized the purchase of only twenty tons, at not exceeding 
fifteen and one-half cents per pound, and I am unable to find from the records where any 
subsequent authority was given you for the purchase of copper. I have this day purchased from 
the Baltimore Copper, Smelting and Rolling Company ten tons copper, which is to be delivered 
to you free of all charges, at the rate of thirteen and one-quarter cents per pound, and I am 
advised that the shipment will be made today. 

You are authorized to pay for the same from the appropriation for the coinage of silver 
bullion.
